other meat producing animal 
| will produce ten times its own 
weight in meat every year? 
Yet that is just a common 
every-day chore for a good do- 

mestie rabbit. 

Here is the schedule for a 
busy rabbit. Thirty days after 
she is bred she will produce 
| from six to twelve babies and 
| will take care of six to eight of. 
| these depending upon her milk 
capacity. Eight weeks later the 
little fellows will weigh around 
four pounds apiece, and are 
all ready for some really de- 
licious meals, since they will 
|dress out at about 2% pounds 
| each. Since the doe can be re- 
bred at six or seven weeks from 
the time her litter is born, the 
procgss is repeated, and the 
cycle is continuous. That is why 
a ten pound doe can produce 
one hundred pounds of live 
weight meat in a year, and that

DODGE TRAFFIC, LIVE 
DANGEROUSLY, FHP SAYS 

Director H. N. Kirkman of 
the Florida Highway Patrol to- 
day termed the act of dodging 
vehicles in heavy traffic by 
pedestrians as the beginning of 
a dangerous habit. 

He described the act as "sub- 
consciously performed," ex- 
plaining that pedestrians are 
not alert to the real danger of 
crossing the street. He stated 
that the number of automo- 
biles is steadily increasing and 
the chances of injury or death 
to a pedestrian has become 
greater. 

He deplored the attitude of 
the pedestrian of 1951. 

"Forty years ago when the 
“horseless carriage’ was driven 
down the street, people got out 
of the way,” he said, “but now- 
adays it is just the reverse--no 
one pays any attention to the 
motor vehicles being driven up 
and down the thoroughfares of 
the nation." 

Kirkman also warned pedes- 
trians that automobiles are 
faster and their speed is not as 
easily determined as that of 
other models. He estimated that 
a car going 27 miles an hour is 
proceeding eight yards for 
every one the pedestrian walks. 

He added that a pedestrian 
cannot cross the street or high- 
way if the car is only forty 
yards away, when it is seen.

My 
friend Samuel A. Harper, presi- 
dent of the Florida Anti-Mos- 
quito Association, asked me to 
talk to his group on the subject 
of “Mosquitoes and How to 
Deal With Them.” 

Now I am-just about as well 
versed on the subject of ento- 
mology as a polar bear would 
be on the subject of sunstroke. 
Anyhow, I let him talk me into! 
it. Just to get in the mood I 
went out on a salt marsh and 
communéd with the pests and, 
while rhy talk may never ap- 
pear as a textbook, here are 
some of my observations. 

Mosquitoes are like humans 
in one respect — only the fe- 
males bite. Now I've never been 
much of a lady's man, but 
there's one thing I do know; if 
thete is a fool mosquito within 
10 miles of me it is sure to be a 
female 

I understand that Arthur 
Murray has made a lot of mon- 
ey teaching people to dance, 
but I know several places in 
this state where the mosquitoes 
will teach you to dance for 
nothing.
